GRASSING WATERWAYS 
WITH FARM EQUIPMENT 

Overcoming the inconvenience of 
gullies in a field is not such a for¬ 
midable task as it would appear. 
R. E. Melvin of tire Swift Current 
Experimental Farm, Canada De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, says the 
farm tractor and one-way disc or 
plow can be used to shape rather 
large gullies into smooth water 
channels that can be seeded to 
grass. The one-way disc Is proba¬ 
bly the most effecient machine for 
this job. 

A satisfactory grassed waterway 
has gradual sloping sides with 
plenty of bottom width. This per¬ 
mits water to- flow gently in a 
shallow sheet thus preventing fur¬ 
ther soil erosion. Water moving 
at a rapids rate causes erosion, 
therefore the waterway must have 
a smooth grade with no abrupt 
changes In slope. Sharp curves 
which cause the channel to over- 
■ flow must be avoided. 

The soli that is moved from the 
sides into the bottom of the gully 
should be packed. Running over 
the fill with tractor and imple¬ 
ment as the operation progresses 
will do a good Job of packing. 

Gullies with steep -banks must 
have the edges rounded off first. 
This is*done by hitching the trac¬ 
tor to the one-way with about 10 
feet of chain. A chain of this length 
will permit the tractor to operate

SERVICE BOARD NOTES 

II. S. Burns, Field Supervisor 

This is the season of the year 
when the farmers-will be again 
having their seed grain cleaned in 
readiness for spring. It is well to 
give this more than a passing 
thought and to make sure that 
whatever method is used for clean¬ 
ing that the seed you are going to 
put in the ground is cleaned for 
Number l grade. 

According to the latest figures is¬ 
sued by^the Department of Agri¬ 
culture of all seed drill surveys, 
the percentage of No. 1 seed has 
risen steadily since 1928. when only 
13.3% of all surveys that year gra¬ 
ded No. 1 sc*id, until 1955 when the 
percentage was 38.0. This is a good 
improvement but still leaves "much 
t* tj« deslrd. Rejected samples 


have decreased over the same per¬ 
iod from 49% to 34%. 

Now a word about Municipal 
cleaning plants, the latest one of 
these to be opened Is at Blaekie 
whioh will serve a large part ot 
Vulcan County, and now is the 
time to be contacting the plant and 
making arrangements for the work 
to be done before the last minute 
rush Is on just prior to seeding. If 
you must have a portable cleaning 
job or use your own facilities, in¬ 
sist on Ihe grain being clean and 
this can be done if the grain is 
pushed over the screens too fast. 
Spread out an ounce of grain on 
a piece of paper and count the 
weed seeds, then multiply by 960 
and you will know how many weed 
seeds you would be planting to the 
acre. Cow Cockle se«-ds are a little 
difficult to separate from wheat 
but it is most Important that they 
be taken out as this weed is really 
serious in parts of the County and 
it is very difficult to do anything 
about it when once the plant is 
growing in the crop, as 24,D or the 
other chemicals has very little ef¬ 
fect on It and wheat surplus sam¬ 
ples carrying much of this will be J 
rejected at the elevators.

Small Recompense 

We don't think there can be much objectjon to 
the jiew proposal that town councillors in future re¬ 
ceive payment for meetings attended at the rate of 
$4.00 per councillor for each meeting and that the 
mayor be paid $6.00 for each day spent in “laying-out 
and inspection of works undertaken by the Town.” 

The lot of a town councillor is a thankless one 
and a man must have a strong sense of civic duty and 
a real desire to see that his town is progressive and 
at the same time well - admini stere d in accepting a 
nomination to stand for election to the town council. 

Vulcan is progressive—the water find sewer 
system, sidewalk program,’ acquisition of a 97-acre 
tract of land for recreational purposes and last year’s 
street gravelling program are only the major projects 
that have been undertaken to improve the town. These 
projects and innumerable smaller ones, in addition 
to routine administrative matters, have, meant the 
sacrifice of much time from their businesses of those 
serving on the council during the past years. In some 
instances it has meant a financial sacrifice due to 
sales lost while the businessman-councillor was away 
on town matters. And if the mayor spends two or 
three or four days per month on town matters we 
don’t" think he would be overpaid at the rate of $6.00 
per day, which is less than the normal wage fqr an 
administrative job. 

Paying a nominal sum to town councillors and 
mayor is nothing new, most towns the size of Vulcan 
do it and it is provided for in the Town and Village 
Act. It is small recompense for thankless and oft- 
criticized public service.

Comparison of Various Soil 
Sterilants on Couch Grass 

For the paot several years work 
has been undertaken at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta in order to com¬ 
pare the various soil sterilants and 
their effectiveness, on couch grass. 
The 1951 trials included sodium 
chlorate at two and three pounds 
per 100 square feet; polybor chlor¬ 
ate DB ( a new preparation con¬ 
taining 2,4-D as well as chlorates) 
at two and three pounds per 100 
square feet; CMU at 50 and 100 
pounds per acre (approximately 
two and four ounces per 100 sq. 
ft.) These chemicals were sprayed 
at the rate of 100 gallons water 
solution per acre on couch grass 
four to six inches tall in mid-June.

Both 
rates of sodium chlorate and CMU 
killed top growth but the polybor 
compound had almost no effect on 
the grass. 

Sodium chlorate acts more 
quickly than CMU in killing top 
growth but does not appear to do 
as good a job on the roots. At the 
end of the season there were .still 
some healthy roots in the sodium 
chlorate area but none were found 
in the CMU plots. 

So again CMU shows up as an 
excellent grass killer. It is now sold 
as Teivaer, Karmex, or under 
other commercial names. CMU 
possesses’ the advantage of being 
non-flammable and a much smaller 
quantity is required per acre as
